The organization of tha now court of Inw
claims at Denver last month and tho an
nouncement that the court will hold itsfina

session in that eity on the 17th of Novembor
tive promise thatho long-voxed titles in th
woestern territories and state will soon bo In
afair way to sottloment. The disputed tities
under the Mexican and Spanish geants havo
provod especially troublesome in Amzona and
Now Mexico. They nave delayed settlament
ann mvestment In somo of the falcest lands
of the southwoest, nind nave proved annovivg
In the districts farther to the north, After
much agitation and complamt congress was
induced at the last session to}provide a court
for the consideration of this ousiness, and it
will soon begin to work.

The organization of this court gives Tugr
Bre Buueavor Oraims a chance Lo extend its
usofulness, It wlll take claims under this
law and prosecute them for persons who do
not know whom to engage for tho servico.

The business entrusted to the bureau at
Whashington s bolng proseouted with anerey,
I'ne Indian depredations patent, land
mining andl other eclaims before the courts
and departments are being pushed as rapidly
as prssible, with no delays on accunt of the
large amount of business which has been sent
to the bureau. The lareé amount of claims
intrusted toits careis a standing Prml’ of tha
esteom andiconfidence in which Tne Bee is
hold by the public which it serves, It is like-
wise o domonstration, if one was required,of
the deed of such an organization

The revelations 1n regard to the Lioomis
agency whict have baen published recontly
go even furtherin the same direction, When

Yoar on & warrant for embeszlement can set
up a8 a clmm agent, flood the western coun-
try with ciroulars nnd receive assignmoents
for several million dollar's worth of olaims,
it appears that there is little protection for
the elaimant who sonds to an unknown ropre
sentative, The men who nssignoed their claim
to Loomis would have had small ohance of
their seeing any of their money if that
schamer had beon given time to collect their
claims, When such risks are run and men
who are not able to go to Washington and
know no ono there must hire ‘their attornevs
at haphazard, the need for a bureau to pro-
toct the people and do their work at renson-
ablo rates is appurent,

The npproval with which Tne Ben enter-
prise is recelved by journalists and public
men Is a8 gratifylng as the response of the
pubiie.

Patents and Patents,

Everv American carries in his blood &
straln of inventiveness, When he sees labor
wasted he begins to puzzle out plans for sav-
ing it. When be strikes an ingemous ma-
chive he sets to ealculating how it may be
tmproved, I’ew Yunkoes have gone through
life without devising some kind of invention,
although in most cases the device muy have
gone no further thun the mind of the In-
ventor,

The patent office at Washington 1s the out-
growth of tins national quatity, It is sucha
monument of multifarious in enuity as is
not to be matched in the world. Its stores
of plans and mode.s aro heaped up so lav-
ishly by the irmilresmblu genius of the na-
tion that the whole establishment might be
burned to the ground everv five years, snd
tach new bullding would be overflowing in
time for the next fire.

Plainly, it can be no light thing to keep all
this mass of business 1n order. "“Asaryasa
fnt.en!. office report’” has become a proverb,

jut theso reports, extending through hun-
dreds of bulky volumes, contaln the facts by
whose light every new aFEliuat.wn for a
patent must be decided. ''he person who
exnects to be of any nssistance in facilitating
the progress of & naw Joea toward govorn-
ment recognition must know how to thread
their dusty byways and uncover all the old
ideas to which the new comer may bear a
family resemblance

The Iinventor can bardly ever do this.
Evon if he happens to bo a resident of Wash-
ington his familismty with the details of
patent office procedursis rotlikely to be
sufliciant to enable him to moccomplish any-
thing for himself,nnd {f he lives ut n distance
of courso he can do nothing, Ao attorney is
always roequired.

But nov even the pengioners have suffere-
more from the operations of unscrupulous at
torneys than the inventors. The average in
ventor is poor, and not accustomed to the
technicalities of lanw or business. He
wants o patent, and he takes that
term at its face value, To him a patont
Is a patont, neither more nor less, He
reads the ndvertisementof a plausible agent
who promises to goet patents in quick time at
low rates, payable only in case of sucocess,
He sends on his applicotion and In due time
is gladdened hf' the recoipt of an impressive
document, warlshed with gilt seals and bluo
ribbons and announcing 1tself 10 be u patant,
And so It is, bat when the owner uvaer-
tnkes to put his ionvention on the
market he finds that he bhas nothing
to sell. The attornoy has saved him-
solf trouble by putting in a claim covering
only some one trivial point and the patent
granted on that point s worthluss as a pro-
tection to the essential features of the loven-
tion. Aun hooest and capable nuorna‘y would
have made his claim as broad us possiblo; he
would bave argued every point with the
examiners, and when he flually obiained a
patont it would bave besn as valuable as the
merits of the invention would permit.

Tue Bre Bureau of Claims is not afrad of
trouble, Contrary to i1ts custom in lana,
Indian depreédation and pension cases it does
not tinke patent cases on contigent fees, and
no other reputable {mwul nttorneys do.
When an apolication s intrusted to it, it
glves the subject cureful and intelligentstudy,
and then files an itemized claim covering
a8 many poiuts as  can possibly be
found iu the invention., It argues as wany
of these as mey be denied and in the ena 11
secures a patent comprehensive enough to
hold its own in the courts and o the money
markot.

If any inventor should be Inclined to ques-
tion the importsncogef broad cisims in apply.
ing for patents, be may profitably consider
the methods by which Alexunder Grabham
Bell has been ralsed within the past. fifteen
years from poverty to o place io the tinancial
gurlu wlongside of Jay Gould and Russell

age.

Inventors as a class aro not familiar with
the laws under which the lettara patent are
grapted, the forms and practiee In the
patent ofMce at Washington, and the
technionl methods of preparing specitications
fana elaims 80 ns to proporly protect thelir in-
vontions agninst infringers, vet the value of
the patent and oven its valldity depend
largely upon the careful and expert pre-
paration of the case. Specifieations must bo
drawn to fully diselose the invention, to dis.
tinguish between what is new and what s
old. The employment of counsel skilled in
patent law is thorsfore usually w prerequi-
site to the proper prosocution of o oase and n
grant of a valuable patent,

Many Inventors suffer the loss of benofits
that should be derived from valuable ioven-
tions owing to insufMecient protection by
patents procured through Incompetent or
careless ngents,

For What Granted.

Under the lnws of the United States let-
ters patent are girantod toany person who
has invented or discovered any new and use-
ful art machine, manufacture or composition

of matter, or nas invented uny new or useful
improvement thereon.

Term of Patent,

A patent is granted forseventeon years,
during wnich time the owner hos sole and
exclusive right to wmake, use and sell the
patented invention,

How to Procesil.

For economic reasons, before making ap
plication to the patent ofMee for a patent, the
novelty and pateotability of the invention
should be ascertained, because, If the inven-
tion is not new or not pateutable, an unneces-
sary exponse is incurred by fling an ap-
plication on which a patent can uever be
granted.

The first thing to Lo done is to find out
whether or not the inveulion is uow and
patentable,

For advice on this point it is necessary to
sond to Tue Bere Bureau a rough or complate
sketeh or a photograph of the iuvention, to-
gether with & brief description thercof, sot
ting forth the object of the improvoments,
the arrangement of the parts and the aa-
vantages attained, While o mndel is very
soldom necessary, vet it §s oftan of great as.

The advantage of such a
search is that If no anticipating patent
is  discovered the wupplieation can  be
filed with o greater degren of certainty,
whereas if the invention is found to be old
all further expense is wvoided., The eost of
a search of this nature is &, and with the
raport of the result thercof the Inventor
will be furnished wiich copiesof such patents,
if any, as embrace his tdess. Itis much bet-
ter to bave this search madé in thooutsoet
before incurring any expenso whstever re-
garding the upplication for patent,

Ifatis found that the invention is now and
natentublo the client is advised to procved
with tne Aling of an application for patent,
ond will then ba roguested to romit &15 to
cover the Arat gavernment fee and €6 in pay-
ment of cost of drawing, when ono I8 neces-
sary. As soon as possible after the
receipt  of this remittance the speci-
fication of the fnvention will bo
carefully prepared and forwuarded to
the Inventor, together with forms for apnli-
cation for ﬁnumt. ready for execution. Upon
return of the latter the case will be promptly
filed in the patent office, and notice will ba
sent when action is had theroon, sod also ol
the nature of such action,

Time Requlrod,

The examining corps of the patent office is
composed of thirty-two divisions, among
which the applications are divided sccording
to the oMcial classification. I'he condhion
of the work Iu theso varlous divisions varies
from one to flve mouths 1n arrears, Honce
no spocitic time can bo stated for the pend-
ency of all cases, After an applioation for
putent 1s granted six months are allowed in
which to pay the final government foe, .
About threo weeks after the payment of thns
final foe the patent will issuo und bo  mailed
to the inventor.

The Burenu Charges,

Consistent with the spirit in whieh this
Bureau was formed, it s proposed to do the

One of the schemes often rokortea to by
these sbarks is Lo invite patemees to join a
lictitious associution, under the protext that
by paying the membership fes the patented
invention will be widely publishod in & paper
which does not exist, and that n snlesman
will travel over the country uotil the sale of
the patent is effected, and this, 1t is necdless
1o add, is never accomplisbod.

Tue Ber Brneav o Ouaws, In dealing
with the claims arising uoder the Inaman
depredations act, has beon sueccessiul 1n pro-
tecting n large numbor of subsoribors nud
others from extortion and loss. Feom com-
pinints that have coms 1o it, however, it ap-
poars that many of the vistants do not un
derstand thelr position under the aot, At s
titmie when thote appoared to  be little ehance
that congross would tako up the claims or
muke any approprintion to pay them, they
signed contracts with tho Washington ngenta,
vromising from one-quarter to one-hail the
amount to the agent in caso the monay should
bo collected. In view of this extortion cons
gress insorted a provision in the act wnnyl-
ing all contracts and lmiting tho agent's
commission to 15 or 2 per cont,

The claimanta ail probably understand that
tho agent's commission has veen limited oy
the lnw, but many of them, according to thoir
own statements, do not uhderstand that they
tre free to do as thoy please about employing
the mgont thoy had first choson, They con
siaergthint they are still bound to employ the
agont with whom they signed the oxorbituol
contraets whether thoy ara satistied with
b or not,

It was the intention of congreas to protect
them at all points and they were left on the
passage of tho act froe to do ns thoy vlonsed
and employ whom they pleased. Scetion 0 of
the uct statod:  *“T'hiat all salos, trunsfors or
assignraonts of any such claims heretofore or
hereafter muade, except such as have ocourred
in the due administration of decedents' es
tates, and all contracts horetofore made for
fees and allownucss to claimants' attornoys
arehersoy declnrod vola,

There could bo no mistalke about the mean-
Ingof this. All claimants had to make now
contracts with agents aftor tho passage of
the net, and thay wero at liberty to employ
any vne thoy pleased, 1f they wers pleasod
with the zesl and acts of their first asont

abon that noone sholld evor olaim. that Bhe l thov nught make their new contrnct with

him, If thoy were dissatised thoy -might
chooso any other ageat that thoy pleared.
Those who have not signod new contracts
slncethe passage of the aet may profit by
this to secure much better terms than they
could otherwise get from the agents, The
fuot that Toe Bee Bonrav is doing the work
for the bare expense involved has had a jzood
effect in modorating the charges of all agents
to those who know how to protect them-
selves, IFor thoso who distrost thoir ability
to cope with the ¢laim ngonts on thoir own
